Floods, Says Sturgis 


In view of 
the attempt by up- 


towns to postpone or -de- 


tTal the Millwood dam and reser- 
voir, in favor of a series of smaller 
structures throughout 
the Little 


river valley, it is worth-while to- 
day to quote what General Samuel 
D. Sturgis, Chief of the U. S. Army 
Engineers, told his audience Satur- 
day during the dedication services 
for the Texarkana Dam and Reser- 
voir on Sulphur river. 


Here is his speech in part: 
^ "There is no easy way to control 
floods. To put a comprehensive and 
effective Hood control system into 
operation, there are required the 
passage of considerable time, the 
expenditure of vast sums of money, 
and the exercise of much personal 
sacrifice 
on 
the part of public 


spirited individuals. Difficult as the 
first two of these three essential 
elements sometimes are to obtain, 
the hardest to come by is that of 
individual sacrifice. 
4r'It is a common tendency on the 
part of many individuals to encour- 
age sacrifice—on the part of oth- 
ers. Thus, in the field of flood con- 
trol, we find the downstream city 
dweller supporting large upstream 
reservoirs which will protect him, 
while the farmer upstream wants 
small agricultural reservoirs which 
may require buying his farm for 
the 
protection

Spurred by the mance o fthe hy- 
drogen bomb, the Western Powers 
prepared today for new disarma- 
ment talks without knowing wheth- 
er the Soviet Union will take part. 


The 12-nation U. N. Disarma- 


ment Commission set up a sub- 
committee yesterday to start the 
talks, in private, here Friday. 


It adopted 9-1 a British proposal 


naming Britain, Canada, France, 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States to the subgroup. 


It rejected 10-1 a Soviet bid to 


add Communist China, Czechoslo- 
vakia and India. 


Only Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. 


Vishinsky voted against the pro- 
posal and for his own amendment. 
Lebanon and Nationalist China ab- 
rtaincd on the former, Lebanon on 
the latter. 


Vishinsky had warned 
before- 


hand that adoption of the British 
plan, which he called one-sided, 
would "create difficulties for tho 
Soviet Union as regards its parti- 
cipation in the work 'of the sub- 
committee."
